Home Secretary Merlyn Rees 
told the House of Commons that 
the government's 10-per-cent 
ceiling on pay increases must be 
maintained during the next year, 
but the government would agree 
tc implement an agreed formula 
to further boost firemen’s wages 
in 1978 and 1979. The firemen

the frequent occurrence of tiny 


earthquakes in the area to chart - 


the extent of this magma body. 

According to Dr. Jack Oliver 
of Corne!l Dniversity. what ap- 
pears to. be the same feature has 
been detected by a large-scale 
survey conducted by the Con- 
sortium for Continental Reflec- 
tion Profiling. 

Mr. Sanford hes found spots 
where the magma seems to rise 
to within three miles of the sur- 
face, within drilling range. The 
region appears to be rising— 
sometimes an earthquake pre- 
cursor—and about 70 years ago 
was subjected to swarms of 
earthquekes, three of them quite 
severe. 

These, Dr. Sanford suspects, 
may have “been caused by new 
magma intrusions. Some resi- 
dents of Socorro complain that 
even in winter the water from 
their taps is never cold, because 
it has been piped through hot 
ground. 

Tt has been proposed that 
magma bodies could prove a 
source of energy, but es a drill- 
ing engineer in New Mexico put 
it recently, “I wouldn't want to 
be standing \wround when they 
first poke into one of them.” 

Problem in Fractures 

The chief. problem in estab- 
lishing water circulation through 
the hot granite west of Los 
Alamos has been determining 
the direction of induced frac- 
tures and linking them with a 
eecond well, The fracturing is 
done by a method widely used 
in oil fields, where sedimentary 
rock is loosened to permit oil 
flow. Theat it also works in 
granite is encouraging to the 
researchers, 

In this technique, water in the 
well is subjected to great pres- 
sure and highly sensitive seismom- 
eters are used to trace the 
direction in which cracks are 
opening. Such hydrofracturing 
wes done δὲ several depths in a 
hole drilled im early 1975. 

Rubber devices were lowered 
into the hole and inflated to 
press against the rock walls in 
erder to record the imprint of 
any cracks, The rock was so 
ho; that the rubber became too 
soft to retain such an imprint. 
It appeared, however, that the 
fractures extended along a south- 
east-northwest line. 

A second hole was drilled 
about 10,000 feet toward the 
assumed cracks. Additional hy- 
drofracturing was done in that 
hole. Seepage indicated that 
the cracks lay parallel and close 
to one another, but did not meet. 
Solvents were used in an un- 
successful effort to leach out 
quartz and improve flow. 

Side holes were drilled at an 
angle from the second hole and 
finally, in June, increased flow 
indicated that fractures from 
the two holes had joined. On 
Sept. 25 energy was extracted 
by cycling cold water down one 
hole, drawing hot water from 
the other one and allowing it 
to flash into steam when pres- 
sure was released.

LONDON, Dec. 8 (AP-DJ).— 
‘The dollar edged up today against 
most major currencies in quieter 
and less nervous trading condi- 
tions than earlier this week. 

The presence of centro! banks 
mm the market, demonstrating 
readiness to support the U.S, unit, 
wes 8 major factor behind its 
Steadiness, dealers sald, But they 
added that the amount of support 
was not too large, reflecting the 
thin level of the market as the 
holidays approach.

in the week to Dec, 7, mainly due 
to dollar purchases on the foreign
